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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



The 57th Annual Report of the Parent Board 1 shows progress in our 
work in the six foreign fields. The native membership is 12,906. The 
Parent Board has 96 missionaries, the Woman’s Board 66. Besides 
there are of native preachers and other workers 246. It is gratifying to 
the church at home to know that this has been one of the very best 
years in the history of the China Mission, the net increase being the 
largest ever recorded. The people of the rural districts are eager to 
hear the gospel. The reports coming from Japan, Korea, Mexico, Brazil 
and Cuba are very encouraging. The great anxiety of the people to hear 
of the Christ who saves calls the church to a more thorough consecra- 
tion of life and means to the work of missions. The increase in the col- 
lections the past year have been $22,000. We trust that in a short time, 
instead of eleven, all the conferences will be paying the assssments in 
full. The Kentucky Conference is steadily growing in missionary zeal 
and liberality. We expect to be among the leading conferences in this 
great cause. 

In our home field we find marks of progress. New churches are be- 
ing built, and. the collections are in advance of last year. We recom- 
mend that each Presiding Elder hold in his district during the 1st Quar- 
ter a Missionary Institute. 

We thank God for the safe arrival of our Bro. W. G. Cram and wife, 
in the Korean mission field, and rejoice in. the good reports we hear 
from their work. While we regret to lose the faithful service of Bro. 
C. H. Greer from our conference, we are grateful that God has opened 
for him a field of usefulness in our Cuban work. Our prayer follow 
h im. 

We are glad to have with us Dr. Seth Ward, one of the Secretaries 
of the Parent Board. We pledge our support in the circulation, of our 
missionary literature, especially the “Go Forward.” 

We shall cooperate with our women in their Foreign and Home 

Societies. 

We urge every pastor to take the collection before Christmas, to 
hold mass meetings and to preach frequently on the subject of missions. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. E. C. Savage as Confer- 
ence Missionary Secretary.

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The 57th Annual Report of the Parent Board 1 shows progress in our 
work in the six foreign fields. The native meimibership is 12,906. The 
Parent Board has 96 missionaries, the Woman’s Board 66. Besides 
there are of native preachers and other workers 246. It is gratifying to 
the church at home to know that this has been one of the very best 
years in the history of the China Mission, the net increase being the 
largest ever recorded!. The people of the rural districts are eager to 
hear the gospel. The reports coming from Japan, Korea, Mexico, Brazil 
and Cuba are very encouraging. The great anxiety of the people to hear 
of the Christ who saves calls the church to a more thorough consecra- 
tion of life and means to the work of missions. The increase in the col- 
lections the past year have been $22,000. We trust that in a short time, 
instead of eleven, all the conferences will be paying the assssments in 
full. The Kentucky Conference is steadily growing in missionary zeal 
and liberality. We expect to be among the leading conferences in this 
great cause. 

In our home field we find marks of progress. New churches are be- 
ing built, and. the collections are in advance of last year. We recom- 
mend that each Presiding Elder hold in his district during the 1st Quar- 
ter a Missionary Institute. 

We thank Cod for the safe arrival of our Bro. W. G. Cram and wife, 
in the Korean mission field, and rejoice in. the good reports we hear 
from their work. While wei regret to lose the faithful service of Bro. 
C. H. Greer from our conference, we are grateful that God has opened 
for him a field of usefulness in our Cuban work. Our prayer follow 
him. 

We are glad to have with us Dr. Seth Ward, one of the Secretaries 
of the Parent Board. We pledge our support in the circulation, of our 
missionary literature, especially the “Go Forward.” 

We shall co-operate with our women in their Foreign and Home 
Societies. 

We urge every pastor to take the collection before Christmas, to 
hold mass meetings and to preach frequently on the subject of missions.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



Your Board is rejoiced to be able to report a very successful year 
in our educational work. The College has never been in a more pros- 
perous condition than at the present time. We had a larger enrollment 
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last year than in any previous year, and the character of the work done 
was eminently satisfactory. 

A large number of students found a comfortable home in Clark 
Hall, under the most favorable conditions for moral and spiritual 
growth. The religious welfare of the students is carefully looked after. 
The College Y. M. C. A. is one of the most active of any in the State, 
and is exerting a fine influence on the student body. The pastor of the 
church has sought to be the pastor of the College students also, and has 
been greatly rejoiced in having the hearty co-operation of so many of 
them in the Sunday School, Epworth League, and Prayer-meeting, ar.d 
in all departments of church work. 

A friend of the college has offered as much as $2,500 to the College 
endowment, provided $10,000 can be raised from other sources. We 
would call the attention of the people to this all-important interest so 
vital to our success, and would urge that a strong effort be made be- 
tween now and Jan. 1st, to increase the endowment funds of the college. 
We request that the pastors open their pulpits to the representatives of 
the college, and assist them to bring this impotrant matter to their 
people. The College must be endowed, and! now is the time for a for- 
ward movement. 

It is very gratifying to know that there has been a marked increase 
as indicated by reports at this conference session in the amount raised 
on the assessment for education. 

The work of our Academy at Campton continues to prosper. On 
the 20th Century account we still have due in unpaid subscriptions 
$2,500. Out of the $18,500 pledged, $16,000 have been received.

The Board of Education request the appointment of Rev. J. W. 
Hughes to the presidency of Asbury College, Rev. C. C. Fisher to the 
presidency of Millersburg Female College, Rev. W. S. Anderson, Profes- 
sor in Kentucky Wesley College. 

Our Vandrbilt University at Nashville, deserve® the liberal support 
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of all our people, and we would urge that young men preparing for the 
ministry avail themselves oif the opportunities afforded by this institu- 
tion. The Payne and Lane Institutes are eminently worthy of our sup- 
port, and are in need of the help our people should give them. We rec- 
ommend the assessment upon, our conference of $339 for Payne and 
Lane, and $3,339 for Education.

We hail with gratitude to God; the tidings of success which has at- 
tended the efforts of the Sunday Schools of our beloved Zion, as given 
in the reports of Dr. James Atkins, through whose efficient labors as 
Sunday School editor, much of the net gain in all departments of the 
worK has been attained. 

The Sunday School Board of this Conference has furnished litera- 
ture to all the schools that made application during the past year. Our 
own literature and that only is recommended for use in all our schools. 
We desire to call special attention to the Sunday School Magazine and 
the Children’s Visitor. These periodicals are of inestimable value and • 
every school should have an ample supply of them. 

We urge the parents, teachers, and superintendents to see that the 
children, as far as practicable, attend the Sunday morning preaching 
services. 

W<e most heartily endorse the Bible Teacher’s 'Study Circle, and rec- 
ommend that “Study Circles” be organized in every school. Home De- 
partments should be organized wherever needed. We offer the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved 1. That the pastors and superintendents see that Chil- 
dren’s Day be observed and collections taken in all our schools as pro- 
vided by the Discipline. 

Resolved 2. That it is the sense of their body that an evening be 
devoted at our Annual Conference sessions for a Sunday School anni- 
versary, at which time some one shall deliver an address' on the Sunday 
School and its needs.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ORPHANS' 

HOME. 



The Orphans’ Home Committee respectfully submit the following 
report: 

From the President’s Annual Report, we learn that there is a net 
increase of fourteen children in our Home this year. We now have 
forty-four children in the Home — nineteen girls and twenty-five boys 
They have placed in homes during the year four girls and four boys. 

The report shows that the health of the children is good, and that 
thirty-eight of the forty-four will start to the city school September 8, 
1903. It is gratifying to know that the children stand well in their 
studies and deportment, both in the city school and in the Sunday 
School. 

The President’s Report shows the assets of the Home to be $75,- 
551.97, and liabilities nothing. 

The Agent’s Report howsthat 130 boxes of good things were donated 
to the Home during the year, and- that $2,574.05 has been given the Home 
from the Kentucky Conference this year. We regret that the attempt 
made in the past year to raise $100,000 as an endowment fund met with 
such poor encouragement, but our prayer is that it may yet be secured. 

We recommend that the fifth Sundays be observed as Orphans’ 
Home Day, and that the collections taken on that day be sent to the 
Agent; that there be opened a column in Financial Table No. 2 of our 
Conference Minutes, as Orphans’ Home column, and that the President 
and Agent be required to make an itemized report to the Orphans’ Home 
Committee of their receipts and disbursements during the year. 

We recommend that the Conference ratify the re-appointment of Bro. 
E. S. Boswell as Agent, and Mrs. Florence M. Picard as Matron of the 
Home.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 



Whenever any evil lays its hand upon man ? s moral and spiritual na- 
ture that moment the Church of God should lay its hand upon that 
evil. Believing the use of imtoxi eating liquors as a beverage to be an- 
tagonistic to all that we hold morally and spiritually precious; that 
the drink curse in the hands of the foes of Christianity is a mighty 
weapon against the work of the Church from our own land to the 
furthermost field of missionary labor; and the liquor traffic to be a 
public plunderer that has no mercy on its victims, that tramples down 
the Sabbath and dishonors God, therefore be it 

Resolved, First, That we realize the need of a revival of gospel 
power in our temperance work, to save those who are helplessly, hope- 
lessly struggling in the furnace-blasts of intemperance, and make the 
church a. tremendous power in the overthrow of this great sin of our 
civilization. 

Resolved, Second, That a traffic so notoriously wicked that members 
of the Church cannot engage in it and retain membership in the Church, 
is too bad to be legalized by the votes of Christian men; and if “the 
•height of political wisdom is to follow God,” it is the duty of every 
Christian, insofar as God gives him to see the light, by influence, voice 
and vote, to help place in positions of public trust men who are out of 
harmony with saloon politics, and in harmony with the purpose to de- 
stroy the sovereignty of the saloon wherever it exists. 

Resolved, Third, There is a 'lesson for this republic in the answer 
of the Chinese Emperor, who, when solicited to tax opium for revenue,

Mention may scarcely be made of all the churches under Brother 
Rand’s pastoral care. There come to mind the circuits, Williamistown, 
Walton, Shelby, and the stations, Carrollton, Maysvtlle, Frankfort, Win. 
Chester, Shelbyville, Lexington, Mt. Sterling, Versailles and others no 
less faithfully served. Then the districts over which he presided in 
turn during his riper years for seventeen successive terms — Covington 
three years, Danville six and Lexingtn eight; and that with rare fidel- 
ity and no mean ability or lack of acceptability. In the most remarka- 
ble General Conference held since 1846, the radical one at New Orleans 
in 1866, he had membership and influence. Such are the facts, the bare 
outlines of that 'body of church work which made up the ministerial 
life of our b^oved brother. 

In the mention of character, experience, and personal qualities, I 
must, of course, study brevity. Brother Rand had a large, strong frame, 
fine health, excellent spirits, and good mental power. He might have 
been a success in business. He thought rapidly and clearly, was well in. 
formed and fluent. For correct judgment he was much respected. His 
decisions from the chair were never reversed. The knowledge of church 
law that he possessed was extensive and ever ready for use. He had 
fine power of observation, and saw things with an eye to their value and 
utility. Fond of young people, he was never inattentive to the aged. 
His disposition was cheerful, and he looked upon the bright side and 
showed it to his hearers. He wasi an off-hand speaker, “full of ancient 
saws and modern instances.” He knew men rather than books. His 
reading was more thoughtful than general. 

As a preacher he improved with age. His sermons were of the kind 
called practical, and in tone always encouraging. He loved our hymns, 
and his gift of song will be long spoken of. In prayer he was appropri- 
ate, comprehensive, and sympathetic. 

For the pastoral office he had both taste and fitness. His sheep 
knew his voice in trouble and danger. He could deal faithfully even 
with friends in fault — a rare ability and a gracious one. In every fiber 
he was a churchman. Knowing the doctrine, honoring the usage, em- 
ploying the ritual, administering the law, and glorying in the history 
of Methodism, he gave himself to her service. He had the Englishman’s 
sense of fairness, and his firmness also; yet he was intensely American 
and invincibly Wesleyan. His work was done regardless of roads or 
clouds, smiles or frowns. 

In giving his religious testimony, in the domestic circle, the class- 
room, or great congregations, he was always brief, modest, calm, but 
clear and very confident. The sum of it, as I recollect, was that God 
had been unspeakably good — His gracious sufficiency had been richly 
realized — His divine presence was constant and very comforting — God 
was his refuge, solace, a very present help in trouble. The chamber 
where this good man met his fate was privileged above the common 
walks of life, quite on the verge of heaven. He was ready, ripe, meet 
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to be partaker of the inheritance of the saints in light. He had an 
abundant entrance. He is in the Land o’ the Leal.

Samuel Marshall — 
were early called away, the bond between her and the daughter given 
her of God, though not by birth, became even more precious and beau- 
tiful. After the death of the husband and father, mother and daughter 
seemed to live in and for each other, yet each in and for the Master, 
wlho had given them each to each.

When three years of age her parents moved to Kentucky and located 
in the same neighborhood in which her father still lives. Soon aftei 
this Grace entered the Sunday-school, in the work of which she was ever 
after thoroughly interested, having lessons well prepared when a pupil 
and giving the greatest diligence to impart instruction when a teacher. 
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She was very foil'd of music, whereby she brought much sunshine 
into the home. She was organist in her church and taught music to 
their neighbors’ children. 

One night some years ago at Dunaway Chapel, having the conviction 
of the need of Ood’s saving grace and a resolve to live for Him, she went 
forward and united with the M. E. Church, South. She was afterward, 
in the summer of 1896, converted during a meeting held at the M. E. 
church, and immediately became an active worker in her church. Sht 
frequently led the cottage prayer meetings, which she attended regular 
ly several miles from hoane. She entered Asbury College in 1899 ana 
afterward became a teacher in the public schools for her county. On 
Dcember 24, 1902, she was united in marriage to Rev. Geo. B. Jackson, 
of the Kentucky conference. They left immediately for their home at 
Somerset, Ky., but in a little more than five months, she was brought 
back to her father’s house to die. She rejoiced in the perfect love of 
God and in the prospect of entering the pearly gates. Her great love and 
gratitude to her Lord found expression in the language of the 23rd 
Psalm, which she continued to repeat even after she became unable to 
recognize the loved, ones around her. 

To the husband and other loved ones what a consolation that we 
know where to find Grace! And if we live so as to meet her, there will 
be no more parting, no sorrow nor sighing, but we shall dwell together 
with God and the Lamb forever and ever. 

The funeral was preached at the home of her father by the writer, as- 
sisted by Rev. V. B. Daughetee, from II. Cor. v., 1, in the presence of 
about 500 people, assembled as evidence of the esteem in which Sister 
Jackson was held. 

Carried by loving hands and followed by all present, the remains 
were laid to rest in the beautiful family burying ground near the home, 
there to await the resurrection call. R. M. Lee.
